In Texas— 


C h ic a g o . May 6. —The whistles in 
three-fourths of the sash, door, and 
blind factories in the southwest portion 
of the city blew at 7 o'clock Monday 
morning, and the men without any 
words of piotest returned to their places 
and the ten-hour system. 
At only one 
factory was the eight-hour system in 
vogue. 
This was Goodwive s, and the 
eight-hour system there will last only 
until night, and to-morrow the old svs- 
wili be resumed. 
There seemed to be a general under­ 
standing between the miil-owners th at 
the eight hour demand should be ignored 
and the men found out that they would 
be resisted to the utmost. 
There being 
no union among them there was no con­ 
certed action, and Ute employes of each 
mill did as they saw tit. 
At Palmer, 
Fuller & Co.’s the firm said that three- 
fourths of the men were at work on the 
ten hour basis. 
Other places where the 
men surrendered and returned to work 
with ten hours to constitute a day's em­ 
ployment were the following: 
Hair & 
Ridgeway, S. T. Gunderson & Son, John 
Zauger, and Felix, Lang & CO. 
The 
men at E. P. Wilco & Co., and Thomas 
Wilco & Co. were still out, but the mem­ 
bers of the firms said they would not re­ 
sume until the men consented to work 
ten hours. 
The expected strike among the coop­ 
ers at the Stock Yards did not m aterial­ 
ize. 
All the packing houses started up 1 
as usual, and the coopers made no dem­ 
onstration and went quietly to their 
places. 
Mr. Cudahy, of Armour & Co., 
said: 
“There will be no strike. 
The 
men are contented and the sentiments 
expressed by the coopers at the meeting 
held yesterday do not represent the feel­ 
ing of the men at work. 
Those fellows 
who decided to strike were a lot of sore­ 
heads out of a job.” 
The terms on which the striking car­ 
penters are to resume work for the Boss 
Carpenters and Builders’ Association 
were settled yesterday morning by the 
joint arbitration cemmittee representing 
the two sides. In the afternoon the Car­ 
penters’ council ratified the committee 
agreement, and at a special meeting held 
last evening at the Grand Pacific the as­ 
sociation followed suit. 
By the decision of the arbitration 
committee and umpires the strikers 
gain every point but one. 
.T hey are given an eight-hour day, 
overtime is rated as time and a half, 
Sunday time is rated as double time, 
each contractor is allowed to retain his 
present apprentices and take one new 
apprentice each year, and the associa­ 
tion agrees to employ none but union 
men and foremen and to sublet no con­ 
tracts from the old Carpenters and 
Builders’ association. 
On the question of a minimum rate of 
wages the arbitration committee was 
unable to come to any agreement, and 
the three judicial umpires were called la 
to settle the rate. 
A ccording to their 
decision the minimum pay for carpen­ 
ters is fixed at 3r> cents an hour until 
Aug. I, and after that date it will be 
37K cents an hour. 
Representatives of 
the Carpenters Council and the Boss 
Carpel! ters’ association will meet this 
morning and sign the articles of agree­ 
ment. 
The arbitration committees will 
be continued as a permanent committee 
to settle any dispute which may arise 
hereafter between employers and em­ 
ployes. 
On the basis of the agreement an order 
will be issued to the members of each of 
th e twenty-eight unions represented by 
th e Carpenters’ council directing the 
men to go to work on any job where the 
employer has signed the arbitration 
agreement. 
F o r this purpose a special 
meeting for each union has been called 
for Wednesday morning at IO o'clock, 
when the conditions on which they are 
to work will be explained to the men, 
and the strike will be formally declared 
off. 
Members of the Carpenters and Build­ 
ers’ association who sign a contract 
agreeing to the above conditions will be 
able to employ union men, but no other 
member of that body will get the benefit 
of the terms of settlement.

L o n d o n , May 
6 .—Several 
small 
strikes are reported in Germany, which 
afft largely due to the discharging of 
employes for absence from their work 
May day. 
Several Berlin employers 
have decided to abolish Sunday work in 
their shops, and in Leipsic employers 
are taking measures for the protection 
o f the men who are willing to work, and 
are keeping a black-list of the agitators. 
The striking bakers in Vienna have 
resumed wTork, owing to the arrival of 
a large number of outside men. A strike 
of the miners in the Belmez district, 
Spain, is reported, and it is said th at a 
number of 
Barcelona employers are 
willing to concede the eight-hour day 
under certain conditions. 
P e r t h , May 5.—A gendarme has been 
so badly beaten by a mob of striking 
miners at Szassbanya. Hungary, th at he 
is not expected to live. 
The officer, in

gaged, shot one of their number.

m ob thereupon attacked him, and, al­ 
though he escaped lynching, he was so 
severely beaten that his death is almost 
certain.

Lord Randolph Argues That the Use of 
Intoxicants Increases Lunacy.

It is a bill to amend and consolidate the 
laws licensing and regulating the sale 
of intoxicating 
liquors.

provides 
among other things for the registration 
of clubs where intoxicants are sold as 
well as of public houses. 
Among the arguments in support of 
the legislation restricting the sale of 
liquors is the increase of lunacy. Official 
returns show th at the number of luna­ 
tics in the United Kingdom in 1862 was 
55,525, and in 1889 it was 111,979. 
A 
large percentage of this frightful in 
crease is attributed to the abuse of al­ 
coholic beverages.

C h ic a g o , May 6 .—Andrew Shuman, 
president of the Evening Journal com­ 
pany and ex-Lleuteuant Governor of 
Illinois, died very suddenly about ll 
o’clock last night at a lodging house at 
18 Quincy street. 
Death was caused by 
apoplexy, and was marked bv the ab­ 
sence of any member of his family or 
any of his numerous friends. 
Mr. Shuman had been observed walk­ 
ing on Quincy street about 10:30 o'clock. 
He 
appeared 
sick 
aud 
seemed 
to walk with difficulty. 
He ascended 
the first 
hight of 
stairs 
at 
No. 
18 and asked of Mrs. Wheeler, wife 
of the proprietor of the place, for a 
room. 
He complained of feeling ill aud 
asked that he be shown a room imme­ 
diately. 
He was assigned to No. 5. the 
second room from the head of the stairs, 
and, hurriedly disrobing, retired at once. 
A fter Mrs. Wheeler had shown him the 
room she went for a towel, there being 
none on the wash-stand. 
When she re­ 
turned with it she heard heavy breath­ 
ing, accompanied by an effort at vomit­ 
ing. 
She opened the door aud found 
Mr. Shuman in bed tying on his left side 
with the face buried in the pillow. 
Mrs. W heeler ran to the office, where 
her husband and son,Benjamin Wheeler, 
and a young woman named Miss Belle i 
Hoye were playing at cards. 
She ex­ 
citedly told them of the condition of the 
late arrival, for It was not known a t 
k that tiihe who the man was. 
They hur 
ried to the room and found Mr. Sunman 
I lying partly on his back. 
His face was 
_ of a deathly pallor, and the eyes were 
turned upward and rapidly setting in 
death. 
He was choking. 
Mrs. W heeler tore open his shirt col­ 
lar, thinking It would facilitate his 
respiration, and this result was tempor­ 
arily accomplished. 
But for a moment 
only. 
The choking sound at the throat 
increased 
and 
the 
breathing 
was 
labored. 
Hi9 eyes closed and opened, 
but there was no recognition in them. 
His hands, white and moist with the 
damp of death, clutched convulsively 
and all was over. 
Mr. Shuman lived with his wife and 
daughter at Evanston. 
He usually left 
for Evanston about 5 in the evening. 
He remained In the city last evening, 
but where he was up to the time he en­ 
gaged the room Is not yet known. 
He was very devoted to hl9 wife, who 
ha9 been an invalid for a number of 
years. She only quite recently returned 
from a health resort In New York state, 
where she had been for several months. 
He was greatly concerned about her 
condition. 
Ju st before her departure from the 
health Institution she telegraphed to her 
daughter to come to her Immediately. 
Because the dispatch was sent to his 
daughter and was not more explicit 
nearly prostrated him with fear that she 
had suddenly grown worse. 
He told a 
friend that he believed he would go in­ 
sane if some word from his wife did not 
reach him. 
This constant worry about 
her had produced visible effects in his 
own condition. 
Upon the death of Mr. Shuman his 
family and a few of his most intimate 
friends were notified. 
Andrew Shuman was born Nov. 8, 
1630, in Lancaster county, Pennsylva­ 
nia, of old Dutch stock. 
He receive* a 
common-school education, and at the 
age of 14 was apprenticed to the print­ 
ing business in the office of the Lancas­ 
ter Union and Sentinel. 
In 1846 he 
entered the office of the Daily Adver­ 
tiser at Auburn, N. Y. 
In 1853 he be­ 
came editor of the Daily Journal at 
Syracuse, N. Y. 
In July, 1856, he became assistant 
editor of the Chicago Evening Journal, 
finally becoming Its head. 
In 1855 he 
married Miss Lucy B. Dunlap, of Ovid. 
N. Y. 
He has oho daughter, who m ar­ 
ried Mr. I. M. Elliott of Chicago. 
Mr. 
Shuman held several im portant public 
offices. 
He was commissioner of the 
Illinois state penitentiary at Joliet from 
1865 to 1871, and in 1874 was elected 
lieutenant-governor of the state. 
The best years of his life were devoted 
to the Evening Journal. 
After tin 
death of Charles L. Wilson, president of 
the Journal company in 1878, Mr. Shu­ 
man was elected president of 
pany, a controlling Interest 
was held by Mrs. Wilson 
daughter. 
In March, 1880, Mr. Shuman and John 
R. Wilson, a nephew of the former pro 
prletor, leased the Journal from the 
company. 
During 1883 the company 
was* reorganized, with Mr. Shuman as 
president. 
About a year ago Mr. Shuman retired 
from active particlpancy in the manage 
ntent of the paper with which he had so 
long been identified, but retained hi- 
financial Interest

New Y ork, May 6.—The carpenters 
of this city as a body did not have to 
strike Monday to enforce their demand* 
for eight hours as a day’s work.

arrives the 40,000 or more 
enumerators, armed with paper and 
pencil, will be ready to begin their 
rounds. 
The busiest place Just now In 
connection wit, h tho census work is the 
warehouse in this city where the popu­ 
lation schedules are stored. 
There are 
some 20,»)00.000 of these schedules, and 
a force of men under the direction of 
Mr, Spalding are hard at work packing 
them into boxes to be sent to the census 
supervisors. 
There aro 
175 
supervisors, corre­ 
sponding to tho number of districts Into 
which the country is divided for census 
purposes. The schedules are sent to the 
supervisors to be distributed among the 
enumerators. 
They are packed 
in 
boxes, which weigh, when full, 237 
pounds. 
There are to he 4,5’K) boxes in 
all, and by the end of the present woek 
it is expected that, they will all be 
shipped. 
The boxes are sent by mail, 
which means, of course, that they are 
carried in the mail-cars instead of in the 
express cars. They are, perhaps, the 
bulkiest pieces of mall matter that have 
ever been received in a postal car.

Hie teeth wasted away until nothing 
but the enamel seemed left. 
He cries 
out, “I am escaped with the skin of 
my tooth.’1 
There has been some dif­ 
ference of opinion about this passage, 
St. Jerom e and Schuitens, and L)rs. 
Good and Poole and Bar nes have all 
tried their forceps on Job’s teeth. You 
deny my interpretation and say. “W hat 
did Job know about the enamel of the 
teeth?” 
He knew everything about it. 
Dental surgery is almost as old as the 
earth. 
The mummies of Egypt, thou­ 
sands of years old. are found to-day 
with gold filling in their teeth. 
Ovid 
and Horaco and Solomon and Moses 
wrote about these important factors of 
the body. 
To other provoking com­ 
plaints Job, I think, has added an ex­ 
asperating toothache, and putting his 
hand against his inflamed face he says: 
“ I am escaped with the skin of my 
teeth.11 
A very narrow escape you say, for 
Job’s body and soul; but there are 
thousands of men who make just as 
narrow escapes for their soul.
